General Cronje is surrounded at 
Paardeberg Drift, but is offering a 
stubborn resistance. The British 
are shelling the Boers vigorously 
and expect to capture the whole 
force. 


London, February 22, 4 a. m.—Lord Rob- 
erts’s list of forty-nine killed and wounded 
Officers, including two generals in the 
engagements up to Sunday evening, 
causes anxiety, especially as in the offi- 
cers’ list neither the losses of the Welsh 
and Essex regiments, nor those of the 
mounted infantry are included, This is 
about the number that fell at Colenso, 
where the non-commissioned officers and 
men brought the total to &s00.

Birmingham, <Ala., February 21.—{Spe- 
cial.)—-The democratic county executive 
committee met in the courthouse at noon 
today.

Dr. Smith’s History. 

Editor Constitution—I am glad to learn from 
the communication of Governor A. D. Candler, 
in the department of ‘‘Letters from the People,”’ 
in The Constitution of Wednesday, the 14th of 
February, that Rev. Dr. George G. Smith has 
ready for publication a history of Gecorgia. 
Dr. Smith knows more about Georgia people 
and their kinsfolk, clear back to the settling 
cf the state, than any other man it has becn 
my pleasure to meet. This forthcoming his- 
tory will be unlike any yet published. i say 
this for the simple reason that Dr. Smith has 
a way of seeing facts and incidents others do 
I first met him at Wartn Springs 
campmeeting in 1878. I was a young preach- 
er at the -ime, on the Long Cane circuit. It was 
my good fortune to spend a night with him 
as we returned from the campzgrounl. The 
place we put up for the night wes a country 
hore in Troup county, where some good Metho- 
dist brother, a friend of Dr. Smith, lived. I 
raw then that he was picking up and storing 
away all sorts of curious information. He was 
a wonder to me. We walked out aftér break- 
fast and passing through a deep cut in the 
road, he was interested in the rocks which he 
saw on either side and gave me their history 
and the particular formation to which they 
belonged, and also told me of rocks in other 
parts of the world to which they were reiated. 
There was not a book or pamphlet in the H- 
brary of the countryman into which he did not 
look. He seemed to have a habit of being in- 
terested in everything. He talked about Car- 
lyle and Emerson, the German rationalists and 
Theodore Parker. Yet, then, he was almost 
paralyzed on one side from a gunshot wound 
received on the battlefield in 1864. One arm 
he could not use at all, and he appeared to 
walk with extreme difficulty and pain. Majtor 
S. M. H. Byrd, of Cedartown, told me that 
the doctors said to Dr. Smith, when he was 
brought before them after his encounter with 
the minie ball, that he could not possibly live 
more thin an hour. Partially paralyzed and 
the constant. subject of pain, he has lived now 
thirty-six years since that time. The ambition 
of most men would have been satisfied merely 
breathing so long in the midst of such 

infirmity, but Dr. Smith has not been 
even with do- 
efficiently the laborious work of an 
itinerant preacher. He has kept himseif busy 
learning about everybody and everything under 
the sun,-generally and specifically, with the de- 
tails and minor incidents of all persons and 
happenings in Georgia from the landing of 
Oglethorpe. He has done more extra work, 
more that he did not have to do, and work that 
no one else on earth would ever have thought

The Late William A. Carrigan. 
Editor Constitution—The following life of Mr. 
Carrigan, as written by himself, 
will be of interest: 

William A. Carrigan, deceased, late president 


born in Cabarrus county, North Carolina, Feb- 
ruary 10, 1826. He assisted in farming and 
attended school in winter until when seventeen 


years old he lost-his father by death and was 


obliged to strike out a path tn life for himself. 
He found a place as clerk in a general store in 
Cheraw, 8S. C.,-where he remained one year. 
He then went to Orange county, North Caro- 
lina, for the purpose of improving his educa- 
tion. After a year of this training he taught 
school during another year and then returned 
to the store in Cheraw in which he had been 
previously employed. 

In 1849 he went to Society Hill, S. C., and 
opened a general store upon his own account, 
the stock being consigned to him. At the end 
of three years his consigner went out of busi- 
ress and Mr. Carrigan continued his store on 
the plan of buying his own goods. 

When the civil war broke out Mr. Carrigan 
joined the southern army and remained a sol- 
dier until peace was declared. On returning 
found himself the owner of forty-five 
which he had placed in store

Savannah, Ga., February 21.—(Special.)— 
The holders of the income bonds of the 
Central of Georgia Railway Company, es- 
pecially those holding the first preference 
bonds, express considerable dissatisfac- 
tion with the showing made, according to 
a circular recently sent out from New 
York to the effect that over $400,000 was 
expended in the last two years in the 
purchase of new property, and practically 
charged against operating expenses.
